TYPHOID FEVER SUCCESSFUL RECORD 


To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Sir—Typhoid fever is very preva¬ 
lent in certain of the communities 
around Newton, and while bo far we 
have very few cases In the city it is 
within the hounds of possibility that 
we may not escape from an otitbieak. 

The following facta in regard to 
typhoid fever are worthy of consider¬ 
ation and I ask you to give them 
spnee In the Graphic. 

1. Typhoid fever Is contracted sole¬ 
ly through the mouth. It you do no! 
put the poison of typhoid fever into 
your mouth you will never contract 
the disease. Therefore watch the 
mouth. 

-. Do not oat or drink anything 
(water, milk, oysters, fresh vegetables 
or anything else) unless it has been 
firs: boiled, broiled, baited, roasted, 
frieti or otherwise thoroughly heated 
through and through. It must be 
cooked, simple heating Is not enough. 

3. Do without all food or drink 
which has not first been thus cooked. 
Canned or bottled foods or drinks 
(other than milk or water) are not 
Included In this. 

4. If living in the same house with 
a typhoid fever patient, do not han¬ 
dle your own food or food intended 
for nurone else, even if it has been 
oooked, except with hands that have 
been thoroughly washed with soap 
and very' hot water. Wash before 
every meal in this way and before 
cooking, serving or eating anything, 
or puiilng the fingers in the mouth. 
Keep your fingers out of your mouth. 

5 If there atte flies -about, see that 
all food and drink is protected from 
then at all times. Flies often carry 
typhoid poison to food and drink. The 
fly which you fish out of your glass 
of milk may have Infected it white 
taking his bath. 

C. The effects of typhoid poison do 
net show for two weeks after the poi¬ 
son has entered the body. Therefore, 
for the next two weeks typhoid fever 
may develop from poison already 
taken In, 

Any case which develops after two 
weeks from the .publication of this 
letter will be due to failure to carry 
out the directions here given.

It is our desire to apply these new rates without unnecessary delay and to 
give them a complete and impartial trial. 

The rewriting of upwards of one hundred thousand contracts, the rearrange¬ 
ment of subscribers' lines and numbers lo conform ihereto, the reconstruction of 
switchboards, and the building of the large number of additional lines required, 
is a large task and one to be carried out under careful plans providing both for 
the doing of the work and for the least possible disturbance of the service. 

We ask the indulgence of our subscribers, therefore, while planning and 
executing these changes. Before inviting their acceptance of this new schedule 
we shall issue a series of bulletins giving the fullest publicity to the various rates 
quoted and such explanation as may seem necessary to a clear understanding of 
them. We shall also supply such detailed information or advice as they may re¬ 
quest regarding their individual telephone requirements, in order that they may 
select the particular class of service best suited to their needs. 

1 lie following recapitulation may anticipate many inquiries: 

1. We expect by November I to be able to offer service in any exchange, 
in accordance with the new schedule, to those who desire it. 

2. The changes necessary for complete operation under the new schedule 
cannot be made for several months. 

3. Until the Company can furnish service under the new schedule, present 
rates may be retained by those having existing contracts thereunder. Before any 
change in schedules is made due notice will be given.

CORKER STONE LAID 


About 200 people were presen 1 yo»- 
teixlny afternoon In tho drizzling rain 
when tho cm iter stone of the now 
building of the Newton V M. (\ A. 
was laid nt 5:3fl o'clock. A temporary 
si mid had been built nt Ihe north weir, 
coincii of the building on Church 
a:reel and It was well filled with some 
of the most representative men and 
women of the city. 

President Allan (\ Emery of the 
Y. M. t*. A. presided, and Rev. Dr. 
George S. Rutters of the M. E. rlmreb 
offered the opening prayer. 

Mi*. Emery spoke as follows: 

Thirty-three years ago a few Chiis 
11 an nun gathered together and pub¬ 
licly expressed tlielr love for and thetr 
Interest In tho young men of Newton 
by organizing a Young Men's Christian 
Association. The Influence of those 
men aud those who followed them 
gave to n younger generation a. zeal 
fer service and 1111 Inspiration by 
which a great forward movement has 
been undertaken. Little did these 
men realize what some of them would 
live to sec. In the providence of God 
these six and one-half acres of most 
unattractive land arc being changed 
Into a ganden of beauty, and a splen¬ 
did building Is being erected hereon. 
This barren so-il, this wasted land, 
will soon be breathing forth life and 
fragrance, and over the sod will tramp 
thousands of our future men. 1 am 
sure as we all share the hope that 
this same transforming power may 
to witnessed In the lives of these 
y-oling men and thtit every one may 
realize that however unattractive, or 
weak, or poor, or sinful he may be 
he may receive new life, hope, power 
and peace through fellowship here. 
Let him know that his body may be 
mode clean and strong. Ills mind pure 
and alei.t, to meet the competition and 
stress of a business or a professional 
life, and his sqiiI prepared to meet 
the God mho gave k. Let him know 
1 hat having Jesus Christ as bis chief 
corner stone he may build more state¬ 
ly mansions and find a rich fruitage 
through a life of Christian service. 

Rev. E. M. Noyes, D. IX, of the 
First Church, Newton Centre, read 
the Scriptures and was followed by 
Mayor Charles E. Hatfield, who con¬ 
gratulated the city on the prospeot 
of the magnificent plant to carry out 
ihe work fott boys and to develop 
them physically and morally into good 
citizens. Tihe -Mayor called attention 
to the fact that while the city had 
given the building movement splendid 
support, the association must assume 
tremendous responsibilities to use the 
facilities In the most practical way. 

Samuel fM. Sayford, the first presi 
dent of the Y. >!. C. A., spoke for 
•the fewr men who were left who 
nursed the association over. 30 years 
ago. He congratulated the associa¬ 
tion on the fact that fhe city now 
deemed it worthy to have a home of 
its own. 

Congressman Weeks, who had been 
asked to lay the corner stone, spoke 
as follows: 

The object of good government, -as 
well as of our social system, is to 
develop men of a high moral, mental 
and physical standard. To accom¬ 
plish this purpose it is necessary to 
be constantly alert and to make use 
of every means available. 

Those who had to deal -with public 
affairs 2<10, 100, on even 50 years ago, 
could little realize the new questions 
which would arise, or the new condi¬ 
tions which would surround such af¬ 
fairs. This applies to ihe church ns 
well as to the state, and deserves a 
word of consideration at this time. 

In the eaiiier centuries, since the 
beginning of the Christian ena, na¬ 
tions were, without exception, gov¬ 
erned by hereditary sovereigns, and, 
therefore, the character of the gov¬ 
ernment depended on the intelligence, 
methods and purposes of the ruler. 
Louis XIV. expressed this fit a terse 
sentence when he said. “I am the 
state ” This condition has been some¬ 
what modified, even In those countries 
which still retain the forms of ab¬ 
solute monarchy, since the United 
States established Its independence; 
nations have been affected by our ex¬ 
ample, so today In all civilized coun¬ 
tries there Is some degree of re¬ 
ligious liberty, and In most countries 
the people have some part, minor 
though It may be. In their government. 
In bringing about these changes, and 
qualifying iheln people for limited sov¬ 
ereignty, other countries have hud 
one distinct advantage over ua, In 
• hat the people of cadi country were 
of ihe same nationality, speaking the 
mine language, having the same dia¬ 
toms ami traditions and In most 
cases, having the inune religion, 
while the Ftilted Suites -has been re¬ 
ceiving people from every nation, 
who, in many cases, have not spoken 
our language, and who, In all cases, 
have hud to learn our customs and 
habits and 10 become familiar with 
the spirit of our Institutions. While 
the blending of many nationalItlc» 
Into one* is, under the best condition*>. 
a difficult tusk, we may, I think, con- 
gra ulate oure, Ives that we have »uc- 
cecd'Ml -*o that the quality of our eiti- 
/.cm,hip. from decade to decade, has 
; ot been lowered, ami, in many re- 
■vjn rt.s, Is higher; but. in addition to 
1 lit' task of making good citizens of 
die emigrant, we have always with us 
the problem of the mental, moral and 
physical development of tin; young

can affect the whole they will bring 
about ri-mllnr result.* «s I 11 the case 
of the bridge. Therefore, If It Is 
to be pemianontly successful, and 
more useful than other governments, 
as- we believe It to be now, the ele¬ 
ment* which go to make It up must 
he more intelligent and sounder In 
moral nml physical qualities. 

Damon, when almost In sight of the 
guillotine, raid In one of his ad¬ 
dresses, "After It rend, education Is 
one of the firm needs of a people." 
We will not admit that the mental 
exceed* the moral need In any eoun- 
try. but recognizing ihni universal 
education is not only the heat, but 
the only sure, foundation for face In¬ 
stitutions, wo have provided limited 
education nt the public expense. We 
not only make provision for it, but 
we compel the parent to send the 
child to school, and we compel tin* 
child to go snclt time ns the taw# 
make It necessary. In addition, we 
have provided in ninny sections of the 
country, and nationally, as far ns it 
can be done, that the child shall not. 
under certain limitations, be employed 
so as to Interfere with its healthy 
growth, or with Us obtaining the edu¬ 
cation which the state declines it 
should have. The municipality goes 
fun!her, and provides for all citizens 
free libraries, public parks, public 
baths, public playgrounds, and In 
many other wavs does what It can 
io develop the mental and physical 
life of Its citizens. 

But all this would be of small avail 
In bringing about ideal conditions in 
a Republic If it were not for the 
church and its adjuncts and aux¬ 
iliaries. We might be a physically 
sound people, and mentally well 
equipped, hut no people ran be great 
who have not highly developed moral 
qualities, so we give our attention to 
this necessity—not rhiiotigh govern¬ 
ment aetton. btu by organided ethirrch 
or other similar effort. Our fathers 
obtained for us religions ns well as 
civil liberty, aud, being an essentially 
religious people, there are very few 
1 communities, however small, which 
have not a chinch. I speak of the 
church ns a whole, not of particular 
denominations or creeds, for In our 
day it will generally be admitted that 
churches, whatever their creed in ay 
be, fuitnl&h the moral stimulus In the 
life of fhe community. Indeed, I wel¬ 
come the tendency which has existed, 
and which I hope and believe will 
continue, to minimize creedn and to 
give greater importance to conduct 
and character. 

Perhaps the very fact that there 
were many churcfhes of different de¬ 
nominations In large communities, 
carrying on similar wonk In the same 
way may have been the original rea¬ 
son fer forming Young Men's Chris¬ 
tian Associations, to act as the rep¬ 
resentative of all the churches in 
questions pertaining to the moral 
training of young men. Those of us in 
middle life have seen great changes 
In the manner of conducting chuifdh 
work, and this is also true of Young 
Men's Christian Associations. Origi¬ 
nally largely limited to Bible Instruc¬ 
tion, their field of operation has been 
enlarged until now they are engaged 
In nearly every form of mental and 
physical development, and the ad¬ 
vantage which the young man has, In 
receiving this kind of instruction In 
the Y. i.M, C. A. homes, is that the 
place caiirie8 with it the moral quali¬ 
ties which come from Y. M. C. A. 
membership. So we find these Asso¬ 
ciations furnishing their members 
reading rooms, libraries, lectures 
classes In various professional srudies, 
classes in manual training and all 
kinds of facilities for physical devel¬ 
opment In addition to Bible studies 
and other tteligious and social meet¬ 
ings. The Association's members visit 
the sick, aid strangers and assist the 
unemployed to find work. Indeed, 
there are few ihingB of helpful nature 
which the large organizations, espec¬ 
ially, are not undertaking. 

There will be general agreement 
that, In owler «o carry on any kind of 
work so that there shall not be un¬ 
necessary waste, It Is desirable to 
have good equipment and ample facil¬ 
ities. No one would think, for Instance 
of 'housing people in the same kind of 
quarters which were commonly used 
fifty years ago. The mill is better ven¬ 
tilated, Is sunnier; the question of 
good sanitary arrangements and all 
corollat.y questions are taken Into 
consideration in Us construction or 
rebuilding. Everyone expects better 
surroundings and better Instruments 
with which to work than we formerly 
had. Thar statement is equally true 
of climich work and of the work of 
such organizations as the Young Men’s 
< lirlstIan Association. Therefore, we 
lmild better churches and connect 
with them suitable accommodations 
for the pastor, church parlors, church 
kitchens, Sunday School 100 ms and 
other means of developing the modern 
methods of conducting chtm-h life. 

In the course of time tthe means of 
carrying on the Association work In 
tills city have been proven Inadequate. 
A larger building, furnished with the 
latest and best equipment, was found 
to be necessary, ho public spirited men 
from all parts of the city, headed and 
encouraged by that generous friend of 
tall good wottk, Frank A. Day, took up 
'the question of providing for new 
j quarters, and lit an inc redibly short 
rime, considering all the questions 
; which then exha.-d, they had them¬ 
selves contributed, or obtained from 
others, all the money necessary to 
; Inilld a new association home. As 
citizens of Newton we have not only 
felt like encouraging this movement, 
but we should have felt humiliated If 
the city and its citizenship had not 
( t ikon this advance step, its has been 
I the case in other nioveineiiis which 
'have iisslsrcd in making up good 
■ timuicipiil, physical and social condi¬ 
tions We cen.aliily, of all things, 
should not have been found lacking 
in Chin liiKinuce, so it must be a cause 
for pride ihat tin- response to ru- 
! qucKi.s for subscriptions was so uni- 
I vernal and so generous that It has 
enabled the planning, and will pm- 
vide Lir ihe building, of one of the 
finest li. .titutions for this work to lie 
found In any similar city In the I'nlted 
Slate:.. We have gat lined unlay 10 
lay tin corner stone of this building 
It Is an o-easlon whleh nlmilld ni- 
'rar-t tho a 1 lent ion of every eliizen. 
If u doer, It will call to his attention 


the value of the work which this or¬ 
ganization Is carrying on, anil will, 1 
am sure, ho nit Incentive to him to 
Join in It. ^either In attendance, in n 
contributory nay, or in some other 
encouraging manner. If that is (he 
result, the erection of the building 
itself, without taking Into account the 
work to t>e done In the years 10 come, 
will Justify ihe expenditure of nil Ihe 
money which it will cost, because It 
will be n means of producing a better 
citizenship, wtilflh, In effect, is w-hnt 
we nuo attempting to do through the 
school, the church, tin* Young Men's 
Christ Inn Association mid all kindred 
efforts. 

At the conclusion of his remarks 
I lie Congressman spread llic mortar | 
like a veteran and the corner stone, , 
after having n sealed copper box 1 
placed within It, was lowered to Its 
position. 

In tho box was n brief history of 
the association, prepared by Messrs. 
J. R. \V. Simple!gh, Edwin O. Childs, 
Jr., and Allan Emery, a list of the 
officers nnd dlitectors from Its or¬ 
ganization, a list of all contributors 
to the building, pictures of the direc¬ 
tors, trustees and building committee, 
a brief history of the women's aux¬ 
iliary nnd a list of Its charter mem¬ 
bers. a copy of the special Y. ;M. C. 
A. edition of the Newton Graphic, 
copies of current Boston papers and 
current coins. 

Tilie corner stone, -which is of In¬ 
diana limestone to match the trim¬ 
mings of the building, bears the In¬ 
scription, “Jesus Christ himself being 
the chief corner stone. 1910."

58TH YEAR OF THE NEW ENG¬ 
LAND CONSERVATORY OP 
MUSIC. 

Within recent years exceptional 
strides have been made along the 
lines of musical education with the 
corresponding increase in institutions 
making a specialty of musical courses.

Conservatory of Music is country 
.wide and hundreds of its students 
have attained success In the musical 
field.

It has every facility 
for giving the musical student, not 
only a technical hut a thoroughly 
practical training. 

The fall term begins Sept. 15. Of¬ 
fices are now open for registration.

LABORERS STRIKE 

Because thoir wage* had been cut 
from $2 to 11.80 per day, 200 Italian 
laborers employed by one of the con. 
trading firms that are laying the im¬ 
mense mains of the Metropolitan 
wfiteu system through Commonwealth 
avenue, Newton, struck Tuesday 
morning and because of their threat¬ 
ening attitude toward a few men who 
remained at work it was thought 
necessary to cal! on the police. Ser¬ 
geant Thomas Ctay and six officers 
remained on duty at the place 
throughout the morning and after¬ 
noon until the men were paid off. 

The Italians were in the employ o! 
Cavanaugh Brothers of Charlestown, 
who are constructing that portion of 
tile water main near the Junction of 
Commonwealth avenue and Walnut 
street, Newton Centre. It has been 
the custom to pay Che laborers on 
Saturday fou work done up to Friday 
night. The gang was paid as usual 
last week and then worked a full day 
Saturday, but when work was com¬ 
menced Tuesday morning they were 
informed of itae cut and at once 
struck. About 20 of their number 
■worked -Monday and the contention of 
the men is that they were not told on' 
Sarurday that their pay was to he 
reduced, 

Tile contractors claim that on this 
particular piece of work iihey cannot 
afford to pay more than $1.80 a day 
and that this is the amount other 
laborers engaged In similar work are 
being paid A few of the men re¬ 
mained at work and many of the oth¬ 
ers secured sticks and siones and 
ihreatened the ones who had refused 
to strike. It was then that the police 
were called on. 

At 3 o'clock the men were paid for 
the work of Saturday and no further 
trouble was anticipated.

QUICK WORK ON WRECK 


After 14 hours of the hardest kind 
of work the New Ybrk Central offi¬ 
cials succeeded In clearing their 
tracks at Riverside and Saturday 
morning nearly every vestige of Fri¬ 
day A express wneck bad been re¬ 
moved. To those who did not see the 
wreck and the condition of the rracks 
and roadbed the task will not ap;«ar 
so difficult, but the wrecking crews 
and repair gangs really accomplished 
wonders in such a short time. 

Engine 3534, which was the second 
locomotive, was dragged from its 
place in the gravel bank at 4 Salur- 
day morning, righted, placed on 
trucks and later sent to Springfield 
for repairs in tow of the wrecking 
train from that city, which left for 
home that morning. The pilot engine, 
3301, had already been placed on a 
siding and. was taken to the Allston 
shops shortly before noon, 

Meanwhile the smoking car, which 
was the one that toppled over the 
■bride abutment and hung nicely bal¬ 
anced, over the river, had been pulled 
back and placed on trucks, after which 
it was removed. The United State* 
mail car was not worth saving, and 
after Its already small remnants had 
been reduced to fragments, and a« 
much of the valuable metal fitt’ngs 
as could be salvaged had been re¬ 
moved. it was burned where it lay. 
Late Friday night about half a sack 
of scattered mall was recovered from 
the ruins of this car and the officials j 
are satisfied that practically all the 
mall was recovered. In all, three 
sacks of loose mail was taken from 
the ruins of the car. 

In order to effect repairs It was 
necessary to lay 510 feet of track 4, 
which had been torn up and demol¬ 
ished, as though by a dynamite ex¬ 
plosion, This portion of the work 
■was done under the supervision of 
Assistant Roadniaster Frank Hyde oi 
Newton. As much of the dislodged 
gravel and ballast as was possible 
was replaced, and then it was neces¬ 
sary to -haul in three cartloads of 
gravel to bring the roadbed up to 
grade,

and a large force of trained men 
made things move along smoothly. 
On the bridge it was necessary to re. 
place 55 ties that bad been cut and 
splintered by the wheels of the de¬ 
railed train. The fool square guard 
rail of bard pine, which was acknowl¬ 
edged to be the only thing that kept 
the train out of the river, was also 
demolished and mm replaced with a 
heavier strip. 

A big crowd of sightseers was on 
hand Saturday morning and souvenir 
hunters were carrying away frag¬ 
ments of Iron or wood from the 
wrecked cars The surface of the 
Charles River was covered with float¬ 
ing splinters of pine and people In 
boats were busily gathering them for 
kindling. 

Trainmaster John B. Hamm ill re¬ 
mained at the scene of the wreck 
throughout the night and directed the 
work of the men. 

City Physician Fred M. Lowe of 
Newton, who was one of the first 
doctors to reach Riverside, is loud In 
his praise of Mall CleTk Michael J. 
Barry of East Boston. 

Dr. Lowe said; “When I reached 
the scene of the wreck I climbed the 
steep gravel bank and was told by 
an officer that a man up there was 
badly cut and needed attention. I 
climbed further and came across Bar¬ 
ry sitting on a pile of mall sacks, 
smoking a cigar. His face and hands 
were bo plastered with blood and cin¬ 
ders that bis features could not be 
discerned. He had several cuts across 
his nose and cheeks and one on his 
forehead. I asked him If he didn’t 
want to get washed and have his cuts 
attended to but he said. ‘No, as long 
as I can sit up I guess I'll look after 
this registered mail.’ And he stayed 
there, too, until John Sheehan, a clerk 
in the West Newton postofftce. came 
along and at my suggestion relieved 
j Barry. That man had nerve." 

Janies Ryan, a travelling salesman 
of 363 Eliot street, Newton Upper 
Falls, was one of the passengers on 
the wrecked flyer. He was cut and 
bruised and went to his home.

RIGHT TO CRITICISE THE CON¬ 
DUCT OF PUBLIC OFFICIALS. 

The Supreme Court of 'Minnesota, 
in a recent decision reversing a libel 
verdict, lays down the principle that 
a citizen has a right to comment fair¬ 
ly on the conduct of n public official 
and that Lhe publication of such com¬ 
ment In newspapers is not libelous, 

E. J. Herringer was a candidate for 
re-eleeiion as auditor in Norman 
county. Failure on the part of con¬ 
tractors to complete a ditch had 
caused much dissatisfaction. Peter 
O. Ingberg published a letter in the 
Nonuan County Herald criticising the 
auditor and other county officials for 
being too lenient with the bondsmen. 
One sentence in the letter was: 

•'County officials that have proved 
tlielr Incapacity to manage the county 
affairs should not be re-elected to con¬ 
tinue similar failures.'’ 

The umliton sued for $10,000 and 
got a verdict for $250. This the Su¬ 
preme Court overturns. 

Justice Brown says in the syllables: 

“First.—In an .action for libel It is 
held (a) that an alleged defamatory 
publication must be tnken nnd con¬ 
strued In the light of the ordinary 
signification and import of Its lan¬ 
guage; tb) that the natural and or¬ 
dinary meaning of the language or 
words cannot be eularged, extended 
or restricted by innuendo, and (cl that 
the article complained of in this ac¬ 
tion Is not libelous. 

“Second.—A citizen has the legal 
right to comment fairly and with an 
honest purpose upon iho conduct of 
public office i.s, and the puM lent ion of 
such comments, fair and temperate In 
tone, will not subject the author to 
an action for damages.”

McKenney A Waterbury Co. Give 
Privilege to Anyone to Destroy 
Their Sign#, 

One Roalou house, at least, is so 
thoroughly convinced of the Inappro- 
priateness of bll!l>onrd advertising ns 
well as of its injurious effects upon 
real estate values and its detiUment 
to the landscape, that It has resolved 
to give v>p this method. W. A. 91c- 
Konney of the lamp, gas fixture and 
electrolier house of McKenney & 
Waterbury Co. is thoroughly in earn¬ 
est in this matter, bo much so that 
he is going to destroy every billboard 
that hi a firm has, aind ho goes so far 
as to give anyone the privilege to 
tear down and carry away far kindling 
wood any McKenney & Waterbury 
Oo. sign that may be found in the 

suburbs of Boston. 

In an Interview oti the subject Mr. 
McKenney caled attention to a mag¬ 
azine clipping wherein the experi¬ 
ence was given of Upper 'Montclair, 
X. J., whloh entered upon a vigorous 
campaign against billboard advertis¬ 
ing with the result that, through cour¬ 
teous appeal to advertisers, every" 
Biich sign was taken down within five 
months. Today the landscape around 
the town Is free from advertising de¬ 
vices. 

Mr. .McKenney does not deny that 
his house may have derived benefit 
in the past from billboard advertis¬ 
ing, bul he is convinced that the only 
way to advertise is Jn the newspapers 
and henceforth he will use that form 
of publicity only. Billboard advertis¬ 
ing, he believes, is a great injustice 
to any community, and the subuilhs 
oE Boston are being so rapidly defaced 
that it is time to eliminate these dis¬ 
figurements. Not long ago -Mr. die- 
Kenney’s firm erected a board in a 
vacant lot outside of Boston and soon 
after a physician remonstrated for the 
intrusion of the Btgn in his neighbor¬ 
hood Thereupon, Mr. McKeamey 
promptly uamoved it, and he la taking 
the same action with every one of 
the firm's billboards. 

•Mr. McKenney belleveB that the 
time has come for a more widespread 
protest against billboards, and that if 
the proper opposition was manifested 
>by the public, merchants and other 
advertisens could be made to see the 
injustice of this form of publicity and 
It would not be long before the rural 
sections would bo freed from objec¬ 
tionable signs. He further thinks that 
It Is within the province of the Leg¬ 
islature to end this landscape disfig¬ 
urement, and that, if some measure 
Ib properly framed, it would become 
law.—Boston Transcript.

The 2l£t convention of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Christian Endeavor Union 1 b 
to be held in Springfield, Sept. 27, 28, 
29 and 30.

CAUSE OF INJURY. 

During the past two weeks the 
state forester, F. W Rane, haa re¬ 
ceived ecores of letters from different 
parts ol tihe state inquiring into the 
cause of the damage to the birch, 
trees, the leaves of which everywhere 
have -become yellow or brown and are 
dropping off. So geneml Is the desire 
for Information that the state fores¬ 
ter, through tbe medium of the press, 
desires to give to the public the fol¬ 
lowing facts: 

The insect causing the damage is 
known as the blnah leaf skeletonizer 
iBacculatrlx canndenslaellaj, one of 
the Tineid moths. The outbreak of 
the insect is by no means unprece¬ 
dented as a similar condition obtained 
over a considerable portion of Massa- 
cbuse-ts In 1901, also in tlhe eastern 
portion of New York state. Little is 
known concerning the life history and 
habits of -the insect. The moth is small, 
wings expanding about 3-8 of an Inch. 
The larvae or caterpillars measure 
less than 1-4 Inch long and occur the 
latter part of August or In early Sep¬ 
tember, feeding on the soft paten- 
chyma of the leaf and skeltonizlng it 
thoroughly At this time small oval 
cocoons may be observed here and 
there on the leaves. These are spun 
by the caterpillar during a molt. Tbe 
true cocoons are brownish yellow 
ribbed structures about 1-5 inch In 
length. 

These may be ho abundant as to 
give color to portions of infested 
leaves. They are spun during the 
latten part of September and tihe in¬ 
sect passes the winter within. No 
permanent injury to the trees is like¬ 
ly to follow the attack of this insect 
as the past has shown that its out¬ 
breaks have been quickly suppressed 
by natural enemies.

THE NEW TELEPHONE RATES 


BULLETIN No. 2 


Having accepted tbe recommendations of the Highway Commission relative to rates and 
service in the Boston and Suburban Districts, it is incumbent upon us to present them and 
explain their application. 

The following may help residence subscribers determine which class of service best meets 
their needs and make clear some apparently obscure points. 


I. The curtailment of area under the proposed 
district plan does not proportionately curtail the sub¬ 
scriber’s actual use of the telephone. 

Professor Jackson, the Highway Commission's expert, 
took careful records to ascertain the number and destination 
of calls from each exchange to points within the Metropolitan 
and Suburban districts. He found that, aside from calls for 
the seven Metropolitan exchanges, only 14% cf all Suburban 
calls went outside districts composed of a particular exchange 
and its contiguous Suburban exchanges. Hence, the great 
majority of Suburban users would not be adversely affected 
by reason of the creation of such districts, but, on the con¬ 
trary, distinctly benefited when all the advantages are 
considered. 

The present lowest unlimited Suburban rate obtainable 
is a four-party line at $30 a year. The new lowest unlimited 
Suburban district rate—a two-party line with divided ringing 
—is $21 a year in “E" districts, $24 a year in “F” districts, 
$27 a year in “G” districts and $30 in “H ’ districts. Here, 
then, is a reduction of 30, 20 and 10 per cent, respectively, in 
three classes of exchanges, and the substitution of a two-party 
line with divided ringing for a four-party line, with other 
benefits which will be referred to later. 

In this connection three important points should be 
considered—the reduction in the annual rate, the reduction 
of the toll rate to and from Boston, ar.d the improvement in 
the service which will result from two-party lines with 
.divided ringing in place of four-party lines. Each of these is 
a part of the same problem. 

II. The reduction of the 10-cent toll rate to five 
cents to all exchanges within five miles of Boston on 
April 15, 1908, and the present extension of the 5-cent 
radius to eight miles, is part of the general plan of 
revision and reduction, and must fairly be considered 
in connection therewith. 

It was distinctly stated that this 1908 reduction was 
tentative and part of a general plan, but to be made in ad¬ 
vance of other changes. These further changes are indicated 
in the new rate schedule. 

Professor Jackson's figures show that 20% of the calls 
originating in the present Suburban territory are for the seven 
Metropolitan exchanges in Boston—Main, Fort Hill, Hay- 
market, Richmond, Oxford, Tremont and Back Bay. It 
follows in the toll rates, too, there is a substantial reduction. 

The reduction from 10 cents to 5 cents on Boston calls 
applies to the following exchanges within an 8-mile radius 
(including those to which the 5-cent reduction was tenta¬ 


tively applied two years ago): Arlington, Belmont, Brigh• 
ton, Brookline, Cambridge, Charlestown, Chelsea, 
Uprchester, East Boston, Everett, Hyde Park, Ja¬ 
maica Plain, Malden, Melrose, Medford, Milton, 
Newton North, Newton South, Quincy, Revere, 
Roxbury, South Boston, Somerville, Winchester, 
and Wlnthrop. 

III. The substitution of two-party lines with 
divided ringing for four-party lines will tend to the 
improvement of service. 

It is obvious that the fewer parties there are on a line, 
the more valuable the service, as there is less interference in 
using it for outward calls and less likelihood of its being 
“busy” to inward calls. 

Divided ringing, on a two-party line, provides for only 
one ring of the bell and that for the number wanted. It 
eliminates any annoyance or confusion resulting from a multi¬ 
plicity of bell signals. It will remove one of the common 
causes of complaint, and, coupled with the substitution of the 
two-party for the four-party line, will work a material im¬ 
provement in the subscriber’s service. 

IV. The measured service features of the new 
plan offer distinct advantages to those having special 
or limited requirements. 

For example—There ii a measured rate giving for $24 
480 calls, which may be used to any exchange, Metropolitan 
or Suburban, within an eight-mile radius. Additional 
calls, if made within t/i3 exchange district, are 3 
cents each. 

Here in a case in point: Among the recent inquirers at the 
Mills street office was a professional man residing in tbe Newton 
South exchange, whose telephone service was costing him about 
$42 a year—$30 for a four-party residence telephone and about 
$1 a month for toll calls to Boston. 

He estimated that two calls n day would meet his actual needs, 
and he was delighted to learn that these needs (730 calls, includ¬ 
ing 120 calls to Boston,) under this measured service schedule, 
could be given him for $32.30, as against the $42 he now pays. 

Note —The next bulletin will present a complete rate schedule, 
with a special analysis for business telephones.

A DECLARATION. 

At the recent Boston convention of 
the National Education Association 
this declaration was adopted: 

The National Educational AMOCta- 
Hon, now holding ite 48tli annual con¬ 
vention In the city of Boston, repre¬ 
senting every educational interest of 
Ihe nation, makes the following 
declaration of principle*: 

1. We reafTInn our faith In the 
echoolB of the Republic, believing that 
It Is Impossible for the citizens of a 
groat democracy to develop power 
and efficiency without the public 
schools, owned and controlled by tihe 
people. 

2. A federal office of education la 
necessary to the best development of 
education In the several states. The 
National Bureau of Education has for 
many years rendered a splendid ser¬ 
vice In disseminating Infonmatlon and 
developing educational Ideals. During 
the past few years Its increasing ser¬ 
vice and enhanced efficiency have 
•been marked and stimulating. The 
plans which are now projected have 
the earnest approval and Che enthus¬ 
iastic endorsement of the educations I 
Interests of the entire country. The 
memlbera of this association hereby 
exipress Chair appreciation of the pro¬ 
vision made for the better housing 
of bhe bureau and the enlargement of 
Its staff. W e further respectfully urge 
on the Congress an increased appro¬ 
priation for Us support. In particular 
we urge that In addition to the usual 
appropriations the sum of $75,000 be 
made available at the next session o[ 
Congress for the organization of a 
more adequate staff of specialists, 
with particular reference to work In 
the field 

3. In the judgment of the Na¬ 
tional Eduaation Association, the thne 
has arrived for the .formation of an 
International Council of Education, to 
be composed of leading educatoie 
from all the principal nations of the 
globe; the first meeting ol the council 
to be held in Washington, D. C., at 
some time during the year 1911. The 
Association hereby appoints the Unit¬ 
ed States Commissioner of Education, 
the president and all living ex-presi¬ 
dents of the National Education As¬ 
sociation, and seven others, to be 
chosen by the above designated per¬ 
sons, ns a committee to formulate 
plans for such an International Coun¬ 
cil and to attend to their execution. 

4. The fundamental consideration 
in any system of schools Ls the de¬ 
velopment of inflexible integrity and 
strong moral character In those re¬ 
ceiving instruction. The Republic 
with high ideals of patriotism, duty 
cannot survive without a citizenship 
and service. This association, there¬ 
fore, commends most heartily the 
growing interest in the moral develop¬ 
ment of the children of the nation. 

5. While the members of this as¬ 
sociation are of Uhe opinion that the 
old courses of study, which had as 
their chler object the giving of cul¬ 
ture to the Individual and of trans¬ 
mitting to him the best Ideas and 
Ideals of the past, should in no man¬ 
ner he weakened, we, nevertheless, 
very sincerely indorse the movement 
to make the courses of study offered 
in our sohools more democratic, that 
they may meet the conditions of our 
modern commercial and industrial 
life. However, to meet adequately 
these new demands imposes upon the 
schools of the country additional 
financial responsibilities, and this as¬ 
sociation appeals to the nation and 
to the states ifor more liberal appro¬ 
priations for educational pmtpoBes In 
order that this additional work in 
agriculture, In the trades and indus¬ 
tries, and in home economics may he 
effectively undertaken. 

6 . No country that is physically 
weak or physically diseased can at¬ 
tain its possible greatness, All ef¬ 
forts, therefore, to make the condition 
of our educational plants more sani¬ 
tary and to impress upon the minds 
of the children und the citizens of 
the nation the Importance of the pro¬ 
per observance of the laws of health— 
public and Individual—should receive 
the suppoiit and hearty co-operation 
of American teachers, 

7. Tile abuses attending the em¬ 
ployment of children ill Industrial oc¬ 
cupations tend to limit their educa¬ 
tional opportunities, und tills associa¬ 
tion, therefore, Indorses all such wise 
and humane legislation as shall make 
possible the broadest development or 
all th« children. 

8 . The character and efficiency of 
the schools must depend In the future, 
as In the past, upon the chanacter and 
efficiency of the teachers. The pro¬ 
fession of teaching should, therefore, 
attract men and women of the high¬ 
est Intellectual attainments, broadest 
culture, most thorough training, and 
loftiest ideals; to this end the sal¬ 
aries paid American teachers should 
•be commensurate with salaries paid 
in other professions and in commercial 
and Industrial .pursuits. 

9. The association reaffirms its 
declaration In the year of the last 
Hague Conference of the pre-omluent 
duty of the teachers of the Unllod 
States, and of all the nations, to ad¬ 
vance this tx»niiuandlug movement of 
our time for the world’s peace; and 
we record our profound satisfaction 
at the noteworthy development of at¬

sdhools and colleges, and the rapid 
progress of the cause among all peo¬ 
ples. We herewith exprere our spe¬ 
cial satisfaction in the recent declara- 
tion of the President of the United 
States in behalf or the settlement by 
arbitration of all differences whatever 
between nations.

Members of the Massachusetts 
Press Association enjoyed a moit In¬ 
teresting and instructive trip to the 
State Farm at Bridgewater last .Mon¬ 
day. Through the courtesy of the 
New Haven railroad the party left 
Boston on the 10:35 o’clock train, 
reaching TJtlcut, the nearest railroad 
station to the farm, at noon. Here 
automobiles -and carriages took them 
to The institution 'buildings, whidh are 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
railroad. 

The superintendent's house, which 
Is Just outside of the main group of 
buildings, is surrounded with grace¬ 
ful trees, gieen lawns and beautiful 
flowers, and indeed all of the prin¬ 
cipal buildings on the farm were beau¬ 
tiful with flowers. After a most de¬ 
licious lunch served In the superin¬ 
tendent’s home the editors visited the 
moat Important buildings and viewed 
the principal features of the farm. 

There are three departments Rt 
Brtdgewater; the State Farm, so- 
called, for male and female prisoners 
for minor offences, now numbering 
about 1500; the asylum for the crim¬ 
inal Insane, Which harbors about 700. 
and the State Almshouse oT south¬ 
eastern Massachusetts, with about 300 
inmates 

The two most pronounced char¬ 
acteristics noted were cleanliness and 
efficiency. All of the buildings, In- 
Bide and out, the various rooms, cells 
and corridors within the buildings 
were scrupulously clean and plainly 
but neatly furnished. 

A hasty trip through the insane 
asylum was enough to show the com¬ 
fortable, safe and clean accommoda¬ 
tions which are given each inmate. 
One is Impressed with the careful 
manner in which an inmate is guard¬ 
ed in his room. Heavy doors with 
strong locks and hinges, a small win¬ 
dow heavily barred looking into the 
corridor, and a peephole through the 
heavy door allow the guards to keep 
careful watch on the Inmate In his 
room. At the time of our visit prac¬ 
tically all of the men wene in an en¬ 
closed court formed (by the (buildings 
which completely surround It. It was 
a weird and at the same time a piti¬ 
ful sight to see the manner in which 
these men passed their time, and 
I was glad when -we had finished our 
■brief inspection of the place. 

The new building for women pris¬ 
oners 'has a beautiful setting of flow¬ 
ers, lawns and trees, and the 150 in¬ 
mates are kept busily at work wash, 
lag, luoning, sewing and mending. 

The care of something like 1400 
male prisoners entails a large amount- 
of work, particularly In the dining 
room. Eight barrels of flour are made 
into bread each day for the men, and 
enormous quantities of potatoes, 
sweet com and othei; vegetables 
were in process of preparation for the 
next meal. All the needs of the farm 
In the matter of clothing, shoes, fur¬ 
niture, wagon building and repairs, 
wheelwright work, horseshoeing, 
blacksmith and Iron work, at.e done on 
the place, as men of the various 
trades are usually to be found among 
Its Inmates. A new cement storage 
building 1b now in the process of 
•construction, and with the exception 
of Uie supervision all the labor is 
being done by the men of the farm. 
The cooking, tllBh washing, waiting on 
table, care of Khe rooms, and all of 
■the routine Tauni work Is performed 
by tflie Inmates, and there are large 
numbers employed In caning chair 
seats and In reclaiming the wild land 
by removing the stones and stumps 
and placing It In condition for culti¬ 
vation, 

The State Almshouse is a hand¬ 
some building, and contains about 300 
worthy ]x>oi\ The building Impresses 
one with Its abundance of light and 
cleanliness. 

The following facts and figures have 
been gleaned from the official re¬ 
ports of the fartm and of Its trustees, 
of which Mrs. Charles L. Smith of 
Newton Centre is a member 

The Bridgewater State Farm was es¬ 
tablished in 1853 nnd originally con¬ 
sisted of ISO acres. It now includes 
U84 acres and with buildings is valued 
at $1,032,320. 

The number of inmates on Sept. 7 
was 2459, including about 700 criminal 
insane and 300 stale paupers, as it is 
also the State Almshouse for South¬ 
eastern Massachusetts. Of the 4680 per¬ 
sons committed there for the last of¬ 
ficial year, 3999 came under sentence 
from the local police courts; 3583 were 
males, and 1504 came from Boston. 
Drunkenness is by far the principal 
cause of commitment (3417), with va¬ 
grancy (359) next in importance. 
While the State Farm is usually the last 
resort of the police judge, when other 
appeals to manhood have been tried and 
failed, and the superintendent of the 
farm. Mr. Hollis M. Blackstone, says 
in his report. "They are a broken cog 
in our social machinery and sometimes 
a real menace, hut more often a mere 
physical stumbling block.” lie still 1ms 
fault and continues with these words, 
“He is still a mat), a brother, deserving 
still an opportunity to try. trv again; 
and after a few months of orderly liv¬ 
ing, regular sleep and good conduct, 
co-operating in responsive spirit with 
his supervision, Ire has earned the In¬ 
dulgence of renewed confidence to try 
again." The superintendent believes the 
Farm lo be a real step in progress of true 
petiulogy and declares that "a vast ma¬ 
jority are willing, tractable men, intend¬ 
ing to do well—not ill." 

While the men are given indeter¬ 
minate sentences of one year for drunk¬ 
enness aiul two years for other offences, 
a parole system is authorized by law by 
which those under one year sentence 
are released at the end of three nihnths, 
and two year prisoners ai the end of 
nine months. This |Mrole f f* nn condi¬ 
tion that the person does nm thereafter 
return to his former habits of dissipa¬ 
tion or vagrancy. If he violates his parole 
he is returned to the Farm tor ihe rest 
of the original sentence, less 30 Hays 
deduction for good behavior. While un¬ 
der parole the men are in charge of a 
corps of volunteer probation officers to 
whom the man must report within 24 
hours after arriving home These pro¬ 
bation officers (an original idea of our 
State Board of Charity) have been of 


great service in assisting the men. From 
15 to 20 per cent of the men are re¬ 
turned for violation of iheir parole. 
Since this system was established in 
1898 the commitments for tramping and 
vagrancy have dropped from 33 per 
cent to 10 per cent. 

The farm is cultivated solely in the 
interest of its own inmates, none of the 
products being sold. The principal 
crons arc hay. vegetables, milk, eggs and 
pork. The value of these matured 
and stored last year was $35,673, no 
estimate being placed on the garden 
truck raised, ihe principal items last 
year were 500 tons hay. 11,140 bushels 
potatoes, 47.873 head of cabbage and 
8887 bunches of celery. There arc no 
loafers at the Farm, some 300 being en¬ 
gaged in reclaiming wild land and there 
arc chair, tailor and shoe shops and the 
regular farm work. While at work the 
men arc under supervision, but do not 
have a "shotgun” guard. About 25 or 
30 escape each year. 

On Sundays religious services, both 
Catholic and Protestant, are held. 

The cost of maintenance in 1909 was 
$308,999.40, making a per capita expense 
of $2.56 weekly. 

The present farm is a monument to 
its very efficient superintendent, Mr. 
Blackstone, who was appointed in 1883. 
Within 48 hours of taking office the 
farm buildings were burned to the 
ground, and he has planned and carried 
out all the work of the present valuable 
plant with signal administrative ability.

RIVER LOW. 


Not in 42 ears has the water In 
the Charles River, between Riverside 
and Newton Lower Falls, been so low 
as It Is now It haB become impossi¬ 
ble to paddle a canoe between the two 
points. Alany cltlzenH of Newton and 
Wellesley have complained of the 
filth which has become exposed on 
the river bottom. A bill to meet that 
condition was presented to the last 
Legislature. It sought an appropria¬ 
tion for dredging the river, but action 
was postponed and It was voted that 
the Metropolitan Pank Commission be 
instructed to Investigate and report to 
the next Legislature. Alany cases of 
malaria have been reported in New¬ 
ton and Wellesley this summer and 
some of the physicians declare much 
of It Is due to the unsanitary condi¬ 
tion or the river. Mayor Hatfield of 
Newton and George A. Sweetser, 
chairman of the Wellesley selectmen, 
are strongly In favor of having the 
river dredged through the Lower 
Falls sections.

OUR EXCHANGES, 

We have hoard and many tlines 
have read tlio statistics brought out 
by lenipemnee orators, writers and 
othois of the cost to the government 
of the men nnd women confined In 
corrective institutions nnd asylums ns 
a rraull of drink. While the figures 
are impressive they really do not con¬ 
vey any ndeqnte Impression, such as 
one receives upon a visit to one of 
the state institutions. A few days 
ago we had ihe privilege of visiting 
the slate farm at Bridgewater, where 
nearly 2500 state charges are housed, 
men and women sentenced for drunk¬ 
enness, vagrancy and like misde¬ 
meanors. criminal insane and paup¬ 
ers. Though commendable effort Is 
made nt this particular institution to 
make the Inmates partially self-sup¬ 
porting, one Is astounded as he con¬ 
template I lie tremendous amount of 
time, of energy, of money, Involved In 
caring for these people; who might 
be producing something and saving 
something, instead of being a waste, 
a load for law-abiding and temperate 
citizens to bear. When we look upon 
the horrible examples there confined, 
of men bereft of reason and who 
while In the state of Insanity have 
committed seme awful crime—many 
or them homicide—and understand 
that 30 percent of the Insanity In the 
state of Massachusetts is the result 
of alcoholism, we wish that every 
citizen might go and see these things 
for himself, thnt he may decide for 
himself whether the liquor evil la 
something to be Ignored, trifled with 
or temporized with, or left to women 
and clergymen to agitate or deal with. 
—Spencer Leader. 

There Is something so entirely un¬ 
scrupulous about the average Demo¬ 
cratic potttltclan when discussing the 
tariff that it is hard to tell what spe¬ 
cial form his misrepresentation will 
next take.

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THE MODERN CHURCH 

RECENT SERMON BY REV. HARRY LUTZ 
PASTOR OF CHANNING CHURCH 


"The chiirrii of the living tlod. the 
pillar and stav of iriitlh." tl Tint. 3: t.’ri. 

The church Ik today, as never be¬ 
fore, search In gly questioned by the 
pcpiiliut nilnd; as to its tiaefttlnean to 
the modern world and Its continuance. 
This is due to the rapid changes In 
roliftiotiK ideas and the prominence of 
the social issues. Whatever be our 
conviction or feeling In regard to the 
matter, It 1 b worth while—indeed we 
ought—lo candidly consider the issue 
it presents. 

The eUtiiKlh is weighed in the bal¬ 
ances of a greatly varied, but thor¬ 
oughly earnest, criticism: not to be 
ignored or lightly brushed aside, In- 
eraslble on the wall of stern fact the 
handwriting to the church reads: 
"Tflioti art weighed in the balances.” 
Of this there is no question. All 
thoughtful persons read It alike. 

There is also the clamorous cry 
from many quarters today, that under 
it is to be seen written the Judgment: 
"And thou art found warning." But, 
of this there is question. All do not 
see this written in fact, We are not 
neatly to admit the Judgment. Yet, 
the sincere and earnest claim of well- 
meaning people that they see It, "must 
give us pause" for serious considera¬ 
tion. Is it written there, and some of 
ns yet blind that we do not see it? 
Or, is it an imaginative illusion re¬ 
sulting from a partial consideration 
or a mistaking of the essential nature 
of the rtimteh and the real conditions 
of its service to the world-life? 

All critical or sympathetic Judg¬ 
ments should, first of all. be submitted 
to this questioning: whence come 
they? From a fair consideration or 
all the facts as to the church's real 
nature and purpose? From half- 
truths and one-sided views? From 
biased opinion of dogmatic Interest? 

These questions suggest the many 
elements involved In any judgment. 
We learn much from theories and 
opinions of well-meaning. Intelligent 
people. We may learn much more 
about them, when we look Into the 
persons themselves; and observe the 
elements of personality, the motives, 
interests and objects Trom which the 
ideas and opinions spring. Just so In 
the Judgment of the church. In the 
underlying reasons for letting in cer¬ 
tain elements, and in what is left out; 
may to e found the very matters that 
are most vital to the consideration, 
and turn the scale of judgment to 
"found wanting” or “not ‘wanting.” 

This way of looking into things Is 
of practical value to every one today, 
when the church is on tidal before 
the popular mind; with multitudinous 
advocates for and against, pleading 
from platform, pulpit, college chair, 
library, periodical, dally press and 
current conversation. FNsr, we do nor 
want to make the mistake of sianding 
for the church if it is found wanting; 
and it is fatal to our human Integrity 
to accept the judgment that some 
thing is written, without careful con¬ 
sideration of the particular elements 
involved in the claim; and also, of 
all the elements that ought to be re* 
ganded. Neither is It good for sound 
thinking or moral whole someness to 
airaply assert the favorable judgment 
and ignore the trial with its cross¬ 
questioning. 

The best for us, as in all matters, 
Is to fairly meet the most searching 
questions, and candidly accept their 
rightful issue If the chmieh fails in 
the test, we ought not to wish its per¬ 
petuation. If it stands the utmost 
trial—and we believe it will—it will 
be the stronger for It. And, more im¬ 
portant still, the Issue of conclusion 
will indicate to us what we ought to 
do about it. 

Has the ohurch a mission to the 
modern world? The answer depends 
upon what the church Is. Just what 
is meant by the chut fit, when this 
question is asked. For the most part, 
of course, the discussion of the church 
and its mission or failure, assumes it 
to mean what the historic Christian 
Church has defined Itself to bo. It 
has claimed to be the one supernatural 
agency of the religious life—founded 
by the god-man, and perpetuated by 
apostolic succession—with sole au¬ 
thority to teach the truth, state rlie 
doctrine, order the conduct of people 
and nations, and provide the one way 
whereby fallen humanity may he 
saved. 

The Rennaisanre of learning and 
thought brought on the Reformation, 
which divided the historic (.-hunch Into 
multiform sects. Hut the Protestant 
sects were soon driven by the atress 
of argumentative controversy to de¬ 
part from the logic of their first 
thought, and took refuge again in 
creeds and supernatural authority. 
And there* they have rested, with es- 
seiitiully the same idea of ihe church: 
as the one agency for reconciling an 
offended God and rebellious man—pro¬ 
viding the only way, l»y sacrificial 
atonement, for the -salvation of the 
totally depraved human race. 

With this Idea of Itself, the f'iirls- 
tian Church Ls no longer able to de¬ 
fend against the adverse criticism of 
the times. It is weighed in the bal¬ 
ances of rationul thought, and against 
it on the wall of modern-world-intel- 
ligence, is unmistakably written: 
"Thou art found wanting." 

Shull we. then, let this Judgment 
aland approved as final, since it is 
■found true according to the historic 
church's own Idea of itself? No! That 
would be 10 fall into another ernor as 
bad, perhaps worse than the first For 
that would prove us recreant to the 
real truth of things. The church may 
have been mistaken in its definition 
of itself; and. though the centuries, 
may have been something far better 
than it thought it was. And., indeed, 
is not this pieclbt-ly what we find to 
be the fact? 

When we thoughtfully review the 
beginnings and course of historic 
Christianity, it clearly apjmaru, that: 
its assumption of ecclesiastical and 
creda) authority, which long held the 
lives and destinies of people iu im¬ 
perial sway. was. In fact, utterly for¬ 
eign to it b real nature and purpose 
go It it: the passing of traditional 
authority and creeds! theology before 


'he light of modem thought does not 
affect the real nature and work of the 
church. It is only compelled to aban¬ 
don ita own historic definition of it¬ 
self. nnd return to it? essential nature 
and purpose. 

We need to clearly separate In our 
thought: the assumed authority and 
creeds, Tnom the actual institution 
Without fear of any loss, but rather 
with n sense of gain, we may let ihe 
judgment against authority and creeds 
stand ns "tound wanting." We may 
still hold to the renl Institution. For, 
thus far. no convincing cube haa been 
made against It. On the other hand, 
it is only In the light of recent 
thought coming to a full appreciation 
of its worth and service. 

This situation, which modem ra¬ 
tional thought compels, 'is, of course, 
embarrassing to sects with creeds. 
The fantastical attempts to put new 
meaning into out-of-date words, are 
almost pathetic, at times, In their 
desperation to satisfy honest think¬ 
ing. Yet, In them we read a hopeful 
sign. The real situation :s recog¬ 
nized. The new meaning ls coming to 
acceptance. The out-of-date -words 
can be left for time to efface. 

Th e liberal sects, which came into 
being by departing fttom traditional 
authority and creeds, are not so em¬ 
barrassed by the situation. We, of 
this way of thinking, are fortunately 
placed beyond the need of justifying 
our faith by a defence of ancient dog¬ 
mas. We dismiss them, sb inci¬ 
dental outgrowths of variable con¬ 
ditions and experiences in the pro¬ 
gress of ChUetian history; not essen¬ 
tial to the church that was or now is. 

What was the church In history? 
What Is It today? It was not founded 
at a certain time, as has long been 
supposed. It simply and naturally 
grew out of the experiences of Jesus' 
followers, as a method of co-operation 
and mutual helpfulness in their re¬ 
ligious life. It arose to meet the needs 
and exigencies of the time, and grew 
with the historic progress of Chris¬ 
tianity. 

At first there were ihe little groups 
of Jesus' followers, brought together 
by common interest and devotion to 
him. The stressful opposition only 
bound them closer together. Ex¬ 
pediency led them at length to ap¬ 
point leaders or elders. These came 
to influence over othetB; and, quite 
naturally, io powers of administration 
or worship and direction of affairs. At 
length theBe groups came to he called 
'‘churches.” What they really were 
is indicated by the Greek word for 
church—ekklesia—which means "a 
company.” 

It was a natunal embodiment of the 
social nature of religion. The com¬ 
pany of believers together could do 
for each individual more than he could 
do by himself to realize his own per¬ 
sonal religious-life. Paul likened it 
to the human .body: "Now are they 
many members, yet but one body." 
The Individuals were.the members, 
each with a certain function to pet- 
form: for its own health, the welfare 
of the others, and the wholesomeness 
of the body—the company; and each 
in turn dependent for its best life and 
service on the soundness and right¬ 
ful activity of the body or company. 

Is not this aposrolic description of 
the early church precisely what It Is 
today? It Is a company of people 
united in the endeavor to realize the 
higher spiritual life, in love to God 
and service of man. Organization and 
system are needful for its efficient ac¬ 
tivity. These take form according to 
local conditions and temperaments of 
people composing them. They take 
names from their severnl traditions 
and forms of habit. 

We are now toady to use the word 
church In a broader sense than here¬ 
tofore. It is limited to no certain sect 
or religion. Whatever he Its form or 
name, a church is a company of peo¬ 
ple looking to the higher spiritual 
reality, and seeking to attain it in 
personal living. The Church Uni¬ 
versal embraces all the companies in 
one great world-wide community of 
seekers after the clearer light of life 
and deBtiny. Hy whatever name the 
supreme being may be known by each 
or any. it is: "The church of the 
living God, the pillar and stay of 
crith ” 1 1 Tint. It: Ir, 1. 

As Samuel Longfellow has ex¬ 
pressed it: 

"One holy Church of God appears 

Through every age and race. 

I'nwasted by the lapse of years. 

Unchanged by changing place.” 

I Hymn IDO) 

This is what the church has actual¬ 
ly been, even whi n it thought other¬ 
wise. Tills is what it now is, un¬ 
changed by time and place. To fur¬ 
ther question Its mission and (service 
>o modern times, is to admit that the 
human life has reached the summit of 
attainment, and needs look no higher. 
Are we ready to admit that? No! 
f-omes the prompt response of all 
thoughtful minds. 

However high the plain modern life 
has attained, there is yel the need 
of higher things The ohurch grew 
out of that very need. However noble 
service is being rendered by man lo 
men, yet more can he wrought for 
tin higher life of people by tin* com* 
nany effort. The church Is established 
on just such service, it stands to-* 
day. as ever, on ita helpfulness to 
realize the higher |H*r»onal life; the 
need of which is eerlafnly just as real 
as in any time past, though It may 
not be so generally or so keenly felt. 

Itoubifulness as to Ihe mission of 
the church lo modern times must 
res', ihen, on the conceit of sutisfac- 
tlon with the present: that feels no 
need of better, and sees no use im 
an institution to help attain it. Is 
not this a raiher questionable siate 
of mind to he found in? Is not the 
doubter of the mission of the ohurch 
to modern times rather, more lo be 
doubted than the church? Certainlv 
this Is to be thoughtfully considered. 
If all people fell the need of further 
life improvement, would not the ques¬ 
tion pb to the church- which grew 
out or iIlls very need and to serve 
this very end—be put io silence; and 
no more be heard or read? 
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The hopeful side of this matter i« i 
I st-en In the Lie: that theu? are ninny I 
people who are not satisfied with what | 
they are; who feel the need of eul- | 
j rivaling n higher life, and desire the 
helpfulness of the institution that ex-[ 
itts to serve that very purpose; and. 
ihere are more who may and will 
come to feel and see it. The church j 
ns an institution stands today upon this 
very fact—the flim foundation of real¬ 
ity in hitman life. 

Yet there are practical questions ns 
to its continuance and rightful ser¬ 
vice. For this win proceed; not alone 
l y what people do for it, but much 
more by what people will peril)It It to 
do for them. People do not exist for 
the church. The church exists for the 
people It is not a fixed Institution, 
once and forever established in per¬ 
fect form, to which the world-life Is 
to return. It Is a progressive or¬ 
ganization of the highest, finest Ideals 
of life. It is to keep abreast with 
advancing world thought, catch the 
; vision of noblest souls, adjust Its form 
land activities to the changing conrti- 
| tions In accord with its surer leader¬ 
ship and finer service to all mankind. 

The purpose of the church and its 
woifc is life education. It is the Uni¬ 
versity of The Higher Life. Its min¬ 
istry is not a calling, but a profession. 
Just like that of the schools, col¬ 
leges and other institutions for life 
Improvement, its service is of actual, 
immediate, Intrinsic value. Personal 
allegiance lo it is not based on a cer¬ 
tain mystical revelation or scheme of 
salvation, tradition on sentiment; but, 
like all othen Institutions, on the 
worth of Its service to human life, it 
will cease to be when it ceases to 
serve. 

It is well for us to answer in our 
thinking, just what is the distinctive 
function and service of the church? 
In these modern times there aie all 
manner and sorts of organized agen¬ 
cies and institutions for the physical. 
Intellectual, moral, social and civic 
welfare and betterment. Many of 
them have taken up activities that 
formerly were carried on by the 
church; and, oftentimes, arte doing 
them better and more efficiently than 
the church did. We re jo,lee in them; 
for they nil make for human advance¬ 
ment. They are so splendid and so 
useful that some suppose they have 
entirely usurped the service of the 
church and left It useless. But have 
they? 

They provide for the health, nur- 
tuie and cultivation of the physical, 
mental, moral, social and chic life of 
people But there Is In the constitu¬ 
tion of human personality more than 
these elements. They do not compre¬ 
hend all of what one (a. There Is also 
that element or quality, we call re¬ 
ligion, that 1 b sensible of unseen spiri¬ 
tual powers that are commandaible to 
the sincere desire and devout soul- 
endeavor This, too, -needs quicken¬ 
ing and cultivation. As the body and 
the mind, so also the spirit needs 
food, nourishment, discipline and ex¬ 
ercise. Where is there any agency of 
modern civilization that provides for 
this need, hut the church? This, in¬ 
deed, is Its special function. Its ser¬ 
vice is to the spirit of man; which, 
though Intangible and not so easily 
noted. Is no less real than the body, 
the mind, the moral sense, the social 
and chic relation. It is. Indeed, the 
most real part of him. Fox it is pre¬ 
cisely this distinguishes him from the 
animal, makes him man, and exalts 
him above all else in the world. The 
church, which exists especially for the 
quickening, enlightenment and de¬ 
velopment of the prime element of 
life—the real man—fulfils the pan in 
human economy of supreme Import¬ 
ance In any age or place. 

Tn the performance of Its task the 
church will keep in sympathetic touch 
and co-opeimion with ail agencies for 
human welfare and betterment. It 
will comprehend the best results of 
all these and their worth to human 
life: and then awaken. Inspire, en¬ 
lighten. and lead forth the powers of 
the spirit which unifies them in per- 
sonality, and bears all fonvaid and 
upward to the finer uses, nobler 
achievements and destiny in the ways 
of God and immortality. 

The church must keep abreast with 
the changes that are wrought. Its 
active ministry must adapt 11 self to 
the new wants and aspirations as 
they arise. Religion is relative to the 
conditions and lire of the time, like 
morals, philosophy, sociology and In¬ 
dustry. But, as was well said: (The 
Baltimore American) “While this is 
true. It would have neither strength 
nor character, if it were not funda¬ 
mental as well as environmental. It 
lias Its central cause as well as its 
circumference; it has its ideals as well 
as its efforts: it Is doing as much 
for the worid by bringing about solid¬ 
arity in the essentials of human liv¬ 
ing as it Is In its ministrations to the 
passing wants of the time." 

The church need feel no alarm for 
Its life because of the clamorous call 
for its alliance with this and that or¬ 
ganized activity for reform and social 
betterment. To waver from its prime 
service to ihe enduring facts of the 
religious life would certainly fail to 
commend it to the respect of fnir- 
ni I tided people, and render It power- 
le-ss to aid human society. It best 
serves all when it dares 1>e true to 
Its own task. Only thus can It per¬ 
manently command the reaped of ihe 
individual, hold his interest upon ihe 
essentials of the human spirit, and 
serve its uses us a university of the 
higher life. 

We come again to the practical 
question: just how is the church go 
ing to proceed ill its true service o 
the higher life? Let us think what 
h rhin-h in. It Is not a building, a 
'miuliiter, a pulpit, or pe\vs. it I« a 
company, it is people. This brings 
the whole matter at last to the in¬ 
dividuals who cont|K>se it. The col¬ 
lective procedure will depend upon 
Individual interest and action. The 
church Is powerless to serve, except 
Individuals singly put forth co-op¬ 
erative effort. Its service calls for 
the loyalty and devotion of each, to 
the institution and the ideal ends of 
being to which its min 1st rat ions point 
tlie vision, desire and endeavor. 

Mow begin to do this? Firm put 
ourselves in the range of It# service 
to us Like the school or college, it 
cannot do much for ns tn our absence 
or indifference. Neither does the 
church thrive on absent treatment.

erful spirit, and the receptive heart. 
Open this way with a decision of the 
will—the only way It can be manfully 
done. The resort to attractions, sen¬ 
sational preaching, famous choirs, or 
to method, as Pnof. Shaller Matthews 
says, of inserting religion between 
stereoptieon Blides, as expedients for , 
opening this way for people, only 
amuses them—profitably perhaps—but 
does not actually open the way. 

Open this way, as becomes the dig¬ 
nity of man, by intelligent choice and 
resolute will, and through it will come 
surging the unseen powers to thrill 
■him with new life and interest in all 
that is good and true. He feels now 
an intensity of devotion to ihe chuucii 
as a means to the higher life. It be¬ 
comes a joy to him. He talks about 
it to Ihis friends. “It is my church,” 
he says, “It helps me to be a man, 
and appreciate the good of life." He 
speaks as enthusiastically in his 
praises of it as he does of his club, 
his lodge or his party. He makes it 
popular; so much so that people do 
not feel they are well-informed with¬ 
out they take notice of what the 
church Is doing. Everywhere he goes 
he is charging the atmosphere or 
thought with the suggestion that: the 
ohum-h is a real benefit, the religious 
life is worth cultivating, the higher 
life is the only real manly one; and 
selfishness, greed for material ad¬ 
vantage, dilletante self-indulgence, 
sluggish indifference and misdoing 
are disreputable. He does not stand 
by and say: "You ought to go to 
church, It will do you good." But he 
says: “I go, and St does me good. I 
want to share the good of it with 
everybody. Come with me ” This it 
Ib discharges Into the community at¬ 
mosphere the magnetic suggestive 
energy that takes hold of ihe popular 
intention; and seeing the good fruit 
of the religious -spirit, people will de- 
elre it. 

This is ihe method of success In the 
various activities of the world-life— 
shall it not be employed impersonat¬ 
ing tlie prime element of life— 
the abiding things of the human spirit 
— by tlie church? The minister can¬ 
not do this work alone. The church 
falls short of its real service in pro¬ 
portion as It leaves it to him. He can 
only do his part. However well he 
may do it, the effect may he arrested 
by inertia in the -pews ami dissipated 
by an aspect of unimportance shown 
to the community life. Its full power 
is put forth only through people who 
compose it. When each with a will. 
Interested attention, alert spirit and 
receptive heart, puts himself In the 
way of Its finest service to him, then, 
to the common .life—hy the way lie re¬ 
gards it—it pieesiiie an aspect of gen¬ 
uine worth and Importance. He opens 
up Linen through which flow currents 
of interest In life improvement. 

Foibli from these faithful go the 
wfrek-HB messages or good will—un¬ 
seen impulses of spirit energy—not to 
be lost in empty air of unreality or 
confused with tttie diversity of latter- 
day Interests—but will he caught by 
the high towors of human sympathy; 
and in the quiet chambers of the inner 
life will be registered, hy the sensi¬ 
tive instrument of mums real seif. 

And more, we must believe; the 
essentia! goodness of the human 
heart responds to that message, and 
returns the answer of good will and 
vital Interest. Thus will the church 
fulfil Its mission to the world-life, put 
forth Its powers, and serve Its high 
intent; in proportion as each of Ita 
ones singly, mid all of ius ones col¬ 
lectively, dane be true to It and faith¬ 
ful. 

ft matters but little what particular 
forms are retained, it matters very 
little by what name we be known. 
Hut ii matters much; that we keep 
the windows of worshipful desire open 
to tlie sky of our real life as children 
of tin- highest; that we llv« in the 
upper region of our nature—on the 
heights of will divine—from whence 


we glimpse the abiding realities 
strtechlng out beyond, in which even 
death appears to be only a paealng 
Incident In the endless career of the 
human personality; on whoee ever 
receding horizon arises the brighten¬ 
ing glory of pure being.

ctly. But if by any chance the pro 
posed amendment should be adopted 
nest November giving me Mayor ab¬ 
solute power in these eases, it is pos¬ 
sible for the city to seriously suffer 
iby the personal whims of the person 
occupying the offtce of Mayor. To 
those scoffers who assert that Newton 
would never choose a .Mayor who 
would so act. reference should be 
made to the election in December, 
3899, and the narrow margin of less 
than 150 votes by which the city es¬ 
caped fitom a bad political situation. 
The present method has stood the 
test of nearly 30 years of good city 
municipal administration. WHY 
CHANGE? 

A life long Republican, affected by 
the political unrest of the present fall, 
declared the other day chat he would 
vote the Democratic ticket if Bal¬ 
linger did not get out of the Presi¬ 
dent's cabinet. 1 ani aware that his 
attlude is typical of many others, but 
a moment's reflection ought to show 
any fair-minded man that it Is most 
unjust to visit upon Governor Draper 
all the sins of the party in national 
affairs. It would be the same as 
whipping your son for something 
your daughter had committed. And 
when you come to think of it more 
carefully. Governor Draper doesn't de¬ 
serve any punishment, rather the re 
verse. He has given '.Massachusetts 
its beet administration of affairs for 
many years; he has turned the 
Commonwealth Dock property into a 
splendid Income producer for the 
state; he has made good appoint¬ 
ments to office and he has carried on 
the State’s affairs with wisdom and 
economy. Why should he be the polit¬ 
ical “goat" for the emotions which 
Lodge. Taft, Roosevelt and Ballinger 
seem to arouse WHY CHAiXGE? 

An anonymous letter requests the 
editor to write a “strong'' article 
relative to the increase in the size 
of classes at the Newton High School, 
due to the appropriation which the 
aldermen have Indicated they Intend 
to make this coming fall. As the 
editor of tile Graphic has expressed 
his opinion many times on this mat¬ 
ter, it Is perhaps needless to again 
state that the Graphic heartily en¬ 
dorses the position of a minority of 
the aldermen who desired a still fur¬ 
ther cut in the appropriations, baaed 
on the fact that the size of the classes 
was tco small for the financial condi¬ 
tion of the ctly. 

The state primaries of both political 
parties will be held next Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon. This statement is made, not 
In the hope of increasing the size of 
the voi«*. but simply as a matter of 
form. While other districts are hav¬ 
ing warm contests for nomination of 
representatives and delegates, Newton 
continues 10 manifest a supmeiiess 
towards political »flairs, which is not 
at ull 10 Its credit for intelligence. 
The fact that ihc probable nominees 
of the lb-publican party here are 
mostly entitled to renominatiou is the 
sole excuse for present year indiffer¬ 
ence.

MRS. KING. 


Mra. Ida (Dunn) King, widow of 
Colonel Churl** P. King, first com¬ 
mander or Willard C. Kingsley Pont. 
139, and fori many years one of the 
most prominent citizens of Somerville, 
died Sunday at the residence of her 
son, George B, King. In Newton High¬ 
lands, with whom she had made her 
home for about ten yearn. Death wn* 
due to apoplexy. She had been In 
failing health for about ten years, 

Mrs. King wan the daughter of R. 
B. Dunn, nnd wan born in Polnnd, Me. 
S‘h«« wan aged 79 years, f> months and 
7 days. On Ang. 18 , 187*3, she wnn

The funeral services were held nt 
her son’s residence, 272 I-ake avenue, 
Newton Highlands, Tuesday, at 2:30 
p. m. Rev. George T. Smart of the 
Newton Highlands Congregational 
Church officiated, and was Rssisted by 
Rev. Geonge G. Phipps. The Daugh¬ 
ters of Maine Club, Woman's Relief 
Corps, and trustees of the Home for 
Aged were represented by delegations 
nt the seitvlces, which were largely at¬ 
tended by frientla. Among the floral 
tributes were tokens from Willard C. 
Kinsley post and Relief Corps, the 
trustees of the Horne for Aged, and 
the Daughters of Maine Club. The 
Interment was In Newton Cemetery.

What the Boston Elevated Has Done 

for Rapid Transit. 

Extensions and Additions, Subway, Elevated and Surface, Which It Has Provided 


No. I. 


Because of the consideration to be given by state boards and commissions 
to questions of further extensions, and additions to existing rapid transit facilities, 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company deems the present a proper occasion 
to show by map and explanatory comment the exact scope and detail of what 
has been added to the transit facilities of Boston since the company assumed 
charge in January, 1898. 

The first of a series of maps and statements intended to serve this purpose 
was published in the Boston daily newspapers on Wednesday last. 

While in general the company believes the facilities now in use and those 
to which the company is committed are orderly and comprehensive, yet neither 
the company nor its directors claim they are wholly free from defects, nor do 
they for a moment believe that nothing more remains to be done. This company 
believes that the intelligent criticism, based upon popular experience, may point 
cut specific opportunities for betterment. The company welcomes healthful 
criticism and suggestion, and so far as feasable, is always glad to incorporate 
such suggestions in actual operation. 

When the company took charge the population of the cities and towns in 
which it operates was approximately 843,090. Now it is approximately 1,098,917 
—an increase of only about 307'. At the beginning of the period there was invested 
$25,960,000. Today the investment stands at $81,440,000, — an increase of 2137. 

There is shown on the first map the system as it was in January, 1898. 
There was then 304 1-2 miles of surface track. The dotted lines show single track. 
Attention is called to the Tremont-Street Subway, shown by small circles. At 
that time only the Park Street loops of this subway were in operation. The size 
and situation of this subway in relation to the rest of the system should be noted.

The fact is that Governor Draper 
has made about as good a Governor 
ns tills stale ever had—and a better 
Governor than many she has had of 
recent years. He has simply stuck 
to the line and let those who didn’t 
like it howl. He has made no prom¬ 
ises he couldn't perform—and those 
he has made he has carried out. He 
has clone admirably well, has shown 
fearless courage, and, what Is no less 
important, 'has shown ihe sane wis¬ 
dom of the far-seeing man of affairs. 
In a word, lie has made a first-class 
Go vet nor, and deserves his third 
term vastly more than many other 
Governors who got it with less ques¬ 
tion. Why, then, Is it so hastily as¬ 
sumed that Massachusetts Is ready to 
• blt e ofT her own nose to spite her 
face,” so to speak? If you have a 
good Governor of whose sterling qual¬ 
ity and courage you have had a full 
and satisfying taste, what’s the par¬ 
ticular use of throwing him down and 
out In favor of somebody else who 
probably won’t do as well, and who 
certainly cannot be asked to do any 
better? 

Now the returns thus far gatheued 
do show that there's a sort of revolt 
on throughout ilie country against 
certain phases of the Republican na¬ 
tional policy. Tills manifests Itself 
in so-culled "Insurgency" where there 
are any insurgent candidates, ami In 
Dctnncisttlc victories where there are 
none such. But if this revolt is worth 
Its salt, it must be because It is based 
on some reason. It is. In fact, so It 
Is based on a hostility to the more 
.prominent leaders on the Republican 
side In t'ongresB during the past ses¬ 
sion, with Its unwelcome display of 
reluct ant e to face a tariff revision. 
In every case, almost, a rebuke has 
been administered because it was felt 
to be deseitveil. Bear that last in 
mind. It Is a rebuke commonly ad¬ 
ministered only where It lias been felt 
to be deserved. Why. then, assume 
that Massachusetts is likely to rebuke 
Governor Draper, who doesn't deserve 
any sueh repudiation, lint, on the con- 
Gary, deserves ills third term nmnni 
monly well? Any such assumption 
pays a poor compliment to the luicJ- 
ilgeiice of our Massachusetts elec¬ 
torate. Are we so silly uh to mistake 
a retrti veil ess under the domlation of 
the national councils by I’annou and 
Aldrich e< nls. for a reason why we 
should deliberately refuse to te-elect 
a Governor who has made a record 
equalled by few Governors in our 
state’s history? It is easy to assume, 
because people don’t like the <'annou- 
Aldrlcli style of Republicanism at 
Washington, that they've got to re¬ 
pudiate every Repulilieuu candidate 
from Fniled Stales senators down to 
llie humble hog-reevers and fttglers In 
March meeting! But wlmi a hydro- 
ceplialous lot »(! should be If that rep¬ 
resented the sum total of our political 
wisdom! We should kindly be lit for 
Kelf-govcrniucin. Lowell Fourier Fit-

THE NEW TELEPHONE RATES 

The following editorial analysis by 
the Boston Transcript wlll be of inter¬ 
est to those who are trying to deter¬ 
mine whether they are favorably or 
adversely affected by the new tele¬ 
phone r ate»: 

The Highway Commissioners, In 
ll.elr lettei to the telephone company, 
enuiiriiiteil n pulley which is Linda 
nuntal to any discussion of the new 
telephone rates. It starts out with 
the theory that the flve-cent toll rate 
between Boston and the suburban ex¬ 
changes should be extended to the 
longest distance that can be practi¬ 
cally afforded, and also that local scr- 
vice should be given to each subscrib- 
er at the lowest practicable price, 
Those principles coincide with the 
economic principles governing social 
Intercourse and trade. 

The policy of the commissioners 
was made two years ago when they 
recommended the reduction of toll 
rates from ten cents lo five cents for 
messages between the central Bos¬ 
ton exchanges and the stilinrbnn ex¬ 
changes within five miles. This has 
been obviously satisfactory to the sub 
scrlbers. Every step of the kind 
brings the mass of the people Into 
closer association with Boston, with 
corresponding advantages to the com¬ 
mercial and political development o’ 
the city. An obstacle to the exten 
ston of this policy has existed In thr 
loss to the telephone compnny causrd 
by much of the unlimited service 
This loss has been heretofore made 
good by the tofi charges and unfairly 
heavy burdens Imposed on the meas¬ 
ured rate subscribers. 

The Investigation of the highway 
commissioners showed that, excluding 
the private branch exchange tele¬ 
phones, which are on measured rates. | 
about one-half nf the telephones In 
use in the Boston and suburban dis- 
trlets are on unlimited service and 
the other half on measured, or coin¬ 
box service. The hearings brought 
out that the measured-rate half of the 
telephone users were paying two- 
thirds of the exchange income of the 
compnny. though they are originators 
o? considerably less than one-half of 
the exchange messages. These users 
plainly nre unfairly treated by the old 
rates, whether the telephones nre In 
residencies or business places. 

On the other side of the shield nre 
the figures which show that unlimit¬ 
ed special-line business service, and 
multi-party line suburban service,are 
clnsses which create about cne-fourlh 
of the company's messages In the dis¬ 
trict. A good part of this business is 
done nt n loss. More thnn forty per¬ 
cent nf the special line business sub¬ 
scribers, with unlimited service, get 
their telephone use for less than two 
cents a message, and about twenty- 
five percent of the multi-party line 
subscribers make a large enough use 
of their telephones to get their mes¬ 
sages equally cheap. The telephone 
company claims that this rate is in¬ 
sufficient to pay the normal running 
expenses; and we cannot gainsay the 
company’s contention that, to live, it 
must collect sufficient Income from its 
subscribers to pay the cost of keep¬ 
ing the plant up to date and pay the 
dividends of six percent, on the money 
Invested. 

The letter of the Highway Commis¬ 
sioners to the telephone compnny 
contains the Commission's conclusion 
that subscribers to measured rate ser¬ 
vice and also many subscribers to the 
unlimited service nre paying dearly 
for the service that they use. and that 
the only way to equalize the condi¬ 
tions while extending the distance for 
the flve-cent reduced toll rate. Is to 
curtail the unlimited Rervlce of those 
who now receive a larger value thnn 
they pay for, whether the subscribers 
affected are special line business 
users or multi-party residence users. 
The figures brought out nt the hear¬ 
ings show that this curtailment will 
affect a small minority of the service. 

Important figures have been brought 
out nt the hearings during the last 
four years, and In the reports of the 
accountants and engineers who have 
been Investigating the company’s ac¬ 
counts, property and processes of op¬ 
eration. These sufficiently Indicate 
that the only wny.to bring about a 
general low price for telephone mes¬ 
sages between central Boston and its 
suburbs Is to follow the path that t.ho 
Highway Commissioners nre travell¬ 
ing. It would consequently he a mis¬ 
fortune to Boston to have the trial of 
these new rates set aside. Wakefield 
WaltImm and the other municipalities 
about central Boston want flve-cent 
toll service Into the centre. Boston 
and nil the surrounding municipalities 
will profit from it. 

Having started this Important pol¬ 
icy two years ago, the Highway Com¬ 
missioners have proposed plana enab¬ 
ling the extension of the policy with¬ 
out dealing unjustly. It believes, with 
any users. The Commissioners be¬ 
lieve Hint putting iheir plans into ef¬ 
fect will cause it large Increase In tlip 
company's business. The company 
holds the same opinion. If this antici¬ 
pation Is sustained by experience 
here, ns appears to have been thecueq 
In other cities, the Commissioners 
ought soon to provide for another ex¬ 
tension of the five-rent toll radius. 
This Ir foreshadowed In llin experts’ 
rcporlH. It Is understood that no ex¬ 
act knowledge exists in telephone rlr 
cleg to show how far a message may 
be transmitted for a cost not exceed 
lug live ccniH. and the CoinmlssloncrH 
Mould move cautiously. They now 
extend the five-rent distance to eight 
miles, compared with live miles form¬ 
erly fixed upon. This more (Inin dou¬ 
bles the area within the flve-cent rad¬ 
ius. and Is probably as great an In¬ 
crease ns judicious commissioners 
could make tit one time In a field 
where experience Is so limited as in 
telephony. 

The Fom mitral niters also fix the loll 
rate at live cents for messages cross 
fog the borders of Ihe suburban dis¬ 
trict to adiurcui exchanges, which 
will be n boon to some of the border¬ 
ing exchanges The changes of two 
years ago were pul into effect experi¬ 
mentally. ami having proved denlr- 
aide they have been continued. No 
back step should be taken now by op- 
nosing the spirit of the fmii mission 
i eis' recommendations: their rates 
should be put tutu effect hud tried 
OUt.
